THREE  RARE  ENGLISH  GOLD  COINS. 

We  illustrate  on  the  front  cover  three  exceptionally  rare  pieces  of  English  gold 
which  have  recently  come  to  light. 

1  An  Edward  III  quarter  noble,  struck  after  1360  as  it  omits  the  French  title,  which 
has  the  word  ‘amen’  at  the  end  of  the  reverse  inscription. 

2  The  third  known  half  noble,  badly  clipped,  of  the  heavy  coinage  of  Henry  IV. 
It  is  the  only  one  available  to  collectors,  as  the  others  (one  of  London  and  one  of 
Calais)  are  both  in  the  British  Museum.  It  is  from  different  dies  to  the  B.M. 

specimen. 

3  An  early  angel  of  Henry  VII,  struck  from  old  Richard  III  dies  which  have  been 
recut  for  Henry  VII.  See  nos.  01061,  G1062  and  G1064. 
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THE  SITE  OF  THE  NORWICH  MINT— 1696-98.

It  is,  of  course,  well  known  that  William  Ill’s  recoinage  of  1696-98  was  carried 
out  with  the  assistance  of  five  temporary  provincial  mints,  at  Bristol,  Chester,  Exeter, 
Norwich  and  York.  While  the  Tower  mint  produced  all  denominations,  only  half- 
crowns,  shillings  and  sixpences  were  coined  by  the  provincial  mints,  as  they  were 
apparently  unable  to  cope  with  the  heavier  presses  necessary  for  the  striking  of 
crowns. 

The  sites  of  these  temporary  mints  are  known  as  regards  Bristol,  Exeter  and  York 
— I  do  not  know  if  that  of  Chester  has  been  located — but  for  many  years  various 
suggestions  have  been  put  forward  for  the  site  of  the  Norwich  mint.  Some  local 
antiquaries,  and  others,  have  alleged  that  it  was  situated  in  the  castle,  while  others 
have  thought  that  it  was  in  the  beautiful  early  15th  century  flint  Guildhall. 

But  it  was  only  recently  that  it  was  realised  that  the  answer  has  long  been  available, 
although  not  in  a  source  which  numismatists  were  likely  to  explore.  In  1845,  one 
Dawson  Turner,  of  Great  Yarmouth,  edited  and  published  a  book  compiled  from 
the  manuscripts,  written  in  about  1725,  of  John  Kirkpatrick  (1686-1748),  entitled 
History  of  the  Religious  Orders  and  Communities  and  of  the  Hospitals  and  Castle  of 
Norwich,  Kirkpatrick  was  an  able  and  learned  antiquary,  Treasurer  of  the  Great 
Hospital  in  Norwich,  and  his  observations  on  then  recent  and  current  events  and 
topography  are  regarded  as  reasonably  authentic. 

Those  who  know  Norwich  today,  are  familiar  with  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  and  the 
adjacent  Blackfriars’  Hall  (for  many  years  the  Dutch  Church).  These  fine  flint  build¬ 
ings  were  originally  the  nave  and  chancel  respectively  of  the  great  conventual  church 
of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  were  built  by  the  Dominican  Friars  in  the  first  half  of 
the  15th  century.  Today  they  are  used  for  concerts,  exhibitions,  flower  shows,  and 
suchlike.  On  the  north  side  stood  the  cloisters,  now  long  since  demolished,  but  still 
standing  in  Kirkpatrick’s  day,  and  on  page  48  of  his  book,  describing  the  cloisters. 
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we  read:  In  the  portico,  or  walks,  they  buried  the  friars,  as  I  suppose;  for  I  have 
seen  skulls  and  other  human  bones,  dug  up  there  a.d.  1696,  when  holes  were  dug  to 
place  the  large  blocks  for  the  mint,  on  which  the  dies,  or  coining  irons  were  fixed”. 

The  purist  may  not,  perhaps,  accept  this  as  definite  proof,  but  Kirkpatrick  had  no 
reason  for  inventing  this  statement;  he  would  have  been  ten  years  old  at  that  time, 
and  excavations  of  this  type,  especially  revealing  skulls  and  bones,  would  present  an 
interesting  spectacle  for  a  lad  of  that  age.  It  has  been  recorded  elsewhere  that  at 
Norwich  a  “place  very  convenient  had  been  found,  rent  free”  (but  apparently  no 
further  details),  and  this  type  of  premises  certainly  seems  likely  to  fit  this  description. 
In  the  absence  of  official  documentary  evidence,  it  would  seem  that  Kirkpatrick’s 
manuscripts  offer  at  least  a  reasonable  certainty  of  identification. 

The  Norwich  mint  operated  from  September,  1696,  to  August,  1698,  with  two 
mills  and  two  presses,  but  coined  only  £257,945,  the  lowest  amount  of  the  five 
provincial  mints. 

A  SHORT  HISTORY  OF  NUMISMATIC  THOUGHT, 

1780-1900

Eckhel 


PART  I. 


The  greatest  eighteenth  century  numismatist,  a  man  who  perhaps  stands  as  the 
greatest  numismatist  of  all  time,  was  not  British  but  Swiss.  This  was  Joseph  Eckhel, 
who  published  at  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century  an  enormous  compendium  of 
ancient  coinage  in  many  volumes,  the  Doctrina  Numorum  Veterum.  To  read  Eckhel 
is  to  see  how  far  numismatics  had  advanced  since  the  Renaissance. 


Before  Eckhel  the  supreme  achievement  was  that  of  the  collecting  of  material 
after  Eckhel  the  supreme  achievement  lay  in  the  development  of  metrology  and 
typology. 

Until  the  eighteenth  century  books  had  tended  to  be  rather  wide  in  their  scope, 
devoting  space  to  fashionable  asides  of  a  philosophical  nature  which  shed  little  light 
on  the  coins  themselves.  Although  this  trend  continued  in  the  eighteenth  century  the 
serious  work  of  compiling  lists  of  coins,  of  attempting  to  gather  together  all  the 
available  examples  of  a  particular  series  and  set  them  out  with  engravings  and 
descriptions  was  a  new  phenomenon,  and  laid  the  foundation  for  subsequent  work. 

The  future  directions  along  which  numismatics  were  to  develop  were  recognized 
in  the  eighteenth  century,  but  little  else.  Eckhel,  discussing  metrology,  pointed  out 
that  the  study  of  coin  weights  and  standards  was  of  necessity  fraught  with  problems, 
and  any  conclusions  that  could  be  drawn  were  at  the  best  only  tentative.  For  this 
reason  he  did  not  enter  into  any  lengthy  discussion  of  weight  standards  in  the 
Doctrina. 

The  reason  why  such  a  discussion  was  fruitless  was  simply  because  the  dates  of 
individual  issues  had  not  been  established,  and  some  kind  of  positive  chronology  was 
required  to  date  the  usage  of  standards  before  anything  of  value  could  be  deduced 
from  comparative  study.  Such  a  chronology  had  not  been  established  in  the  eighteenth 
century,  though  already  some  attempt  was  being  made  to  work  out  broad  sequences 
within  the  compilations  of  types.  Eckhel  said  that  the  study  of  ancient  weight  systems 
was  ‘multa  Cimeriis  adhuc  noctibus  involuta’,  ‘shrouded  in  Cimmerian  darkness’, 
but  he  had  not  anticipated  that  night  would  soon  be  followed  by  dawn  when  the 
basic  chronology  of  issues  was  established. 
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The  first  attempts  at  unravelling  the  problems  of  metrology  were  made  by  Boeckh 
in  1838,  and  he  was  followed  by  numerous  others,  including  that  outstanding 
Classical  scholar  Theodore  Mommsen,  who  has  the  distinction  of  being  both  one  of 
the  leading  figures  in  Roman  historical  studies  and  in  Roman  numismatics.  Alongside 
him,  as  a  pioneer  of  metrology,  stands  Lenormant,  another  great  student  in  many 
fields.  But  this  was  in  the  remote  future,  the  1860s  and  70s. 

Coin  chronology,  it  has  been  stressed,  was  the  main  stumbling  block  which  made 
Eckhcl  avoid  metrology.  And  here  lies  the  other  main  weakness  of  eighteenth  century 
numismatics.  For  Roman  and  later  coinage  some  kind  of  chronology  was  already 
supplied  by  the  emperors  or  rulers  who  struck  the  coins  and  were  known  to  history. 
But  for  Greek  coins,  until  Hellenistic  times  autonomous,  there  was  no  such  handy 
framework  to  build  up  a  sound  dating.  In  the  eighteenth  century  Greek  Art  was 
Greek  Art,  and  there  was  no  reason  for  suggesting  that  a  coin  or  a  piece  of  sculpture 
was  of  the  second  rather  than  the  fourth  century,  or  indeed  any  other  century  for 
that  matter,  although  the  later  eighteenth  century  also  witnessed  the  birth  of  art 
historical  studies.  Chronology,  based  on  a  typological  study  and  cross-reference 
through  epigraphy  and  other  means,  was  essentially  a  nineteenth  century  pheno¬ 
menon,  and  a  late  nineteeenth  century  phenomenon  at  that. 

In  spite  of  their  enthusiasm  for  compiling  lists  of  coins  in  the  eighteenth  century 
numismatists  did  not  get  very  far  in  some  series,  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  they  only 
usually  recognized  as  different,  main  types,  not  varieties,  and  ignored  the  valuable 
information  that  could  be  gleaned  from  hoards,  both  with  regard  to  differences  of 
type  and  chronology.  Some  students  did  recognize  to  a  limited  extent  the  value  of 
hoards,  such  as  Taylor  Coombe,  who  compiled  useful  notes  on  finds,  but  they  were 
few  and  far  between. 

Many  coins  of  course  had  not  been  discovered — a  classic  instance  of  this  is  the 
now  famous  series  of  electrum  staters  of  Cyzicus,  of  which  over  150  different  types 
are  now  known  but  which  were  quite  unknown  in  the  time  of  Eckhel,  who  even 
doubted  that  they  existed.  Eckhel  too  had  never  seen  a  gold  Athenian  stater,  and 
wrongly  attributed  the  coins  of  Corinth  to  Syracuse,  which  is  now  difficult  to  imagine 
even  though  Syracuse  for  a  period  used  Corinthian  types.  Thus  we  find  in  his 
Doctrina  several  amazing  statements  that  were  implicitly  believed  by  his  disciples 
for  many  years  to  come. 

There  were  of  course  other  great  late  eighteenth  century  numismatists  of  the 
Eckhel  school  on  the  continent,  including  his  disciple  Dominic  Sestini,  who  in  1797 
in  Leipzig  published  Classes  Generales  Geographiae  Numismaticae ,  or  Vaillant,  who 
as  early  as  1725  had  published  a  useful  work  on  Parthian  coins. 

The  Formation  of  the  National  Collections 

The  eighteenth  century  was  notable  for  witnessing  the  formation  of  many 
important  coin  collections  which  now  belong  to  the  nation — the  British  Museum  and 
the  National  Museum  of  Antiquities  of  Scotland  both  began  their  coin  collections  at 
this  period. 

The  British  Museum  collection  began  before  the  British  Museum  itself,  with  the 
Cotton  Collection.  This  was  housed  in  Ashburnham  House  in  Westminster  in  1730, 
but  a  fire  destroyed  the  house  (ruining  many  of  the  valuable  Cotton  manuscripts  but 
not  damaging  the  coins)  and  it  was  stored  for  a  while  in  Westminster  School.  In  1753 
it  was  augmented  by  the  bequest  of  Sir  Hans  Sloane,  the  antiquary  and  physician. 
In  the  same  year  Parliament  passed  an  act  establishing  the  British  Museum.  The 
collections  of  Sloane  and  Cotton  were  housed  in  Montagu  House  in  Bloomsbury, 
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where  the  present  British  Museum  now  stands.  The  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals 
however  did  not  come  into  being  as  a  separate  part  of  the  Museum  until  1861,  when 
William  Vaux  became  first  Keeper. 

The  Scottish  National  Museum  of  Antiquities  also  owes  its  inception  to  eighteenth 
century  enterprise.  The  Museum  was  originally  founded  in  1780  as  an  adjunct  to  the 
Society  of  Antiquaries  of  Scotland,  and  from  the  earliest  days  of  the  Society  Fellows 
showed  an  interest  in  numismatics,  especially  in  the  coinage  of  Scotland.  William 
Hunter  in  1781  donated  a  fairly  large  collection  to  the  Society,  consisting  of  24  gold, 
67  silver  and  18  base  metal  coins,  all  Scottish.  During  the  following  years  the  collec¬ 
tion  grew,  through  purchases  and  donations  by  Fellows. 

Akerman 

When  we  turn  to  consider  nineteenth  century  numismatics  the  first  impression 
that  we  must  form  today  is  that  remarkable  developments  took  place  in  the  1830s 
and  40s  on  the  one  hand  and  in  the  last  two  decades  of  the  century  on  the  other.  In 
Britain  the  numismatic  scene  in  the  first  half  of  the  century  is  dominated  by  John 
Yonge  Akerman,  who  was  born  in  1806  and  who  began  as  secretary  to  William 
Cobbett,  the  Tory  M.P.  and  author  of ‘Rural  Rides’.  Later  he  became  secretary  to 
Lord  Londesborough. 

In  1834  Akerman  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries,  and  in  1848 
became  joint  secretary  of  the  Society,  becoming  sole  secretary  five  years  later.  He  was 
also  editor  of  Archaeologia ,  an  occasional  publication  of  the  Society,  which  is  still 
published  irregularly  in  a  no  less  inconvenient  format  than  it  was  in  Akerman’s  day. 
Akerman  published  his  first  book  on  coins  in  1832,  entitled  Numismatic  Manual , 
which  was  followed  by  Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Ancient  and  Modern  Coins  (1848), 
Descriptive  Catalogue  of  Rare  and  Unedited  Roman  Coins  (1834),  Coins  of  the  Romans 
Relating  to  Britain  (1836  and  1844),  Ancient  Coins  of  Cities  and  Princes  (1946),  and 
Numismatic  Illustrations  of  the  New  Testament  (1846).  He  was  partly  responsible  for 
the  formation  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  in  1836,  and  started  Numismatic 
Journal  in  the  same  year,  at  his  own  expense.  This  was  later  replaced  by  the  Society’s 
own  journal,  Numismatic  Chronicle ,  which  he  also  edited.  He  died  in  1873. 

It  says  much  for  Akerman  that  his  name  appears  in  the  Bibliography  of  a  technical 
study  of  counterfeiter’s  moulds  in  Roman  Britain  published  in  1966,  and  the 
popularity  of  his  books  throughout  the  nineteenth  century  pays  tribute  to  the  quality 
of  his  scholarship. 

Of  these  many  books  the  most  interesting  today  is  his  Coins  of  the  Romans  Relating 
to  Britain ,  much  of  which  is  still  a  sound  source  of  information  on  the  subject,  though 
superseded  now  by  other  works  notably  Askew’s  Coinage  of  Roman  Britain  (1967, 
reprint)  and  Sutherland’s  Coinage  and  Currency  in  Roman  Britain  (1937).  The  main 
fault  of  the  work  lies  in  the  numerous  moral  comments,  already  a  little  outmoded  in 
1844,  which  overlooked  the  great  social  differences  between  the  Roman  Empire  and 
Victorian  England.  He  included  much  irrelevant  material,  such  as  a  discussion  of 
the  coins  of  Britannicus  or  Clodius  Albinus,  and  devoted  much  space  to  forger’s 
moulds  while  barely  mentioning  barbarous  radiates.  Nevertheless  Akerman  was 
capable  of  seeing  the  weaknesses  of  the  work  of  his  predecessors  like  Stukeley,  and  is 
seldom  guilty  of  very  fanciful  theorizing.  Akerman  it  may  be  remembered  did  not 
have  at  his  disposal  any  of  the  large  catalogues  of  Roman  coins  that  were  to  be  pub¬ 
lished  slightly  later  in  the  century,  and  had  to  rely  for  his  material  on  authors  like 
Eckhel  and  Vaillant. 
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COINS  DATED  ACCORDING  TO  THE  ILKHANID  ERA.

The  Mongols  of  Persia  were  descendants  of  Hulagu  Khan  who  ruled  in  Persia 
and  the  adjacent  regions  from  1256  to  1349  a.d.  They  are  called  Ilkhanids  because 
in  1260,  Khubilai  Khan,  Emperor  of  the  Mongols,  he  who  in  Xanadu  decreed  a 
stately  pleasure  dome,  bestowed  the  title  of  II  Khan  or  ‘provincial  Khan’  on  Hulagu. 

Since  Hulagu’s  great  grandson  accepted  Islam,  the  coins  of  the  Mongols  of  Persia 
form  part  of  Islamic  history  and  thus  bear  Arabic  legends. 

Among  the  most  attractive  for  design  and  notable  for  content  of  the  Ilkhanid 
coins  is  the  square  Kufic  bilingual  type  of  Abu  Sa‘id  who  ruled  from  the  middle  of 
April  1317  to  the  30th  of  April  1335  a.d.  (=Safar  717-13  Rabl‘  II  736  a.h.). 

These  have  the  shahada  or  Mohammedan  declaration  of  faith — ‘There  is  no  God 
but  God,  Mohammed  is  the  Apostle  of  God,  May  God  pour  blessings  upon  him!’ — 
in  the  obverse  field  in  square  Kufic  script,

and  in  the  four  margins  the  names  of  the  four  Orthodox  Caliphs,  each  with  a  star  on 
both  sides  of  the  name,  Abu  Bakr,  ‘Umar,  ‘Uthman,  and  ‘All, 

In  the  reverse  field,  in  Arabic  script,  on  the  first  and  third  lines,  are  the  titles  of 
the  ruler,  ‘The  Just  Sultan  of  the  World,  the  Brave  Khan,’

and  the  invocation,  ‘May  his  kingdom  increase!’ 

On  the  second  line,  in  Uighur  script,  is  the  name  of  the  ruler,  Abu  Sa‘id  (busaida) 


Between  the  first  and  second  lines,  in  smaller  Arabic  script,  is  the  word  ‘struck’ 

,  and  between  the  second  and  third  lines,  the  mint-signature.  In  the  case 

of  the  coin  illustrated  here,  because  the  mint-signature  is  made  up  of  two  words, 
the  word  ‘struck’  is  above  the  first  line,  and  the  two  words  of  the  mint-signature  are 
between  the  first  and  second  and  the  second  and  third  lines.  These  two  lines  each 


have  the  decoration  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  mint-signature.  In  the  four 


margins  are  the  words  ‘Struck  in  the  year  (number)  of  the  Ilkhanid  era.’

There  are  a  large  number  of  mint-signatures  that  appear  on  these  pleasing  little 
silver  pieces.  Many  of  them  we  are  still  unable  to  locate  precisely. 


The  coin  illustrated  was  struck  at  Shahristan-i-Rashldl  in  33  A.l.  This  rare  mint- 
signature  discovered  by  Fraehn  represents  a  mint  in  a  quarter  of  Tabriz  situated, 
according  to  von  Zambaur,  on  Walian  hill  over  the  grave  of  Ghazan  Mahmud. 
According  to  the  latter,  the  rarity  of  coins  with  this  mint-signature  can  be  easily 
understood  from  the  fact  that  Tabriz  had  a  very  active  mint  of  its  own,  while  the  mint 
at  Shahristan-i-Rashidi  struck  coins  only  on  special  occasions,  or  else,  the  mint  of 
Tabriz  used  the  name  of  Shahristan-i-Rashldl  only  intermittently. 

The  other  coin  illustrated  was  struck  at  Qaysariya  (Caesarea,  modern  Kayseri  in 
Turkey)  in  34  a.h. 


I  have  thirty-nine  of  these  attractive  silver  coins  with  twenty-one  mints  repre¬ 
sented.  It  is  a  puzzle  to  me  that  of  the  lot,  one — Bayburt — is  not  dated  in  the  Ilkhanid 
era  but  is  dated  in  the  Hegira  Era  and  is  dated  four  and  thirty  and  seven  hundred, 
i.e.,  734  a.h.,  instead  of  the  expected  four  and  thirty.  There  are  at  least  two,  and 
probably  three,  denominations  represented  (a)  the  lightest,  probably  a  half-dirhem 
ranging  in  weight  from  1.01  to  1.96  gr.,  with  an  average  weight  of  1.36  gr.,  (b)  a  unit 
twice  as  heavy,  probably  a  dirhem,  ranging  from  2.24  gr.  to  3.16  gr.  with  an  average 
weight  of  2.71  gr.,  and  (c)  a  unit  slightly  more  than  three  times  as  heavy  as  the 
‘dirhem’,  ranging  from  8.34  gr.  to  8.61  gr.  with  an  average  weight  of  8.60  gr.

ROWE  &  KENTISH — continued 

In  some  editions  of  the  book  of  testimonials  to  the  work  of  the  Ralph  Heaton  &  Sons  mint, 
one  page  is  occupied  by  a  grouped  testimonial  dated  January  1861  from  the  agents  of  five 
customer-countries,  among  them  Rowe,  Kentish  &  Co.,  London,  Agents  for  the  coinage 
executed  for  the  Bank  of  Upper  Canada.  It  may  be  inferred  that  the  signature  on  the  railway 
passes  indicated  a  similar  role  as  ordering  agents  for  those  discs — as  did  the  signature  Shaw  on 
the  1870  bronze  coinage  of  Paraguay  (ordered  from  Heaton’s  by  that  government’s  agent 
Charles  J.  Shaw  &  Co.,  merchants,  of  73  Newhall  Street,  Birmingham) — a  rare  choice  of 
functionary  to  provide  the  signature  on  discs  struck  for  such  serious  purposes. 

Silvester — see  Warrington 

SPINK  &  Son  Ltd. 

In  the  author’s  collection  (by  courtesy  of  Mr.  D.  L.  F.  Sealy)  among  the  London  mascot 
tallies  is  a  brass  one  in  the  shape  of  an  elongated  quatrefoil  37  x  26  mm.,  as  follows: 

Obv.  (Read  with  long  axis  horizontal).  Right  across:  “Figgess  &  Son”.  Above  and  below: 
“Boro  /  Mkt”.  Curved  at  base  of  left  and  right  lobes:  “Spink  &  Son  /  London”. 

Rev.  (Read  with  short  axis  horizontal).  Centre ,  large:  “64”.  Above  and  below:  “Six  / 
Pence”.  Signature  curved  along  rim  in  large  lobes ,  read  after  turning  the  check  through 
90°:  “Spink  /  London”. 

Messrs.  Spink’s  history  of  their  own  company  is  about  to  be  published. 

TAYLOR,  William  Joseph  Grant ;  BDM  VI/41-3,  VI 1 1/233 

William  Joseph  Taylor  (lived  1802-85),  a  highly  skilled  medallist,  was  born  in  Birmingham 
and  apprenticed  there,  from  1818,  to  Thomas  Halliday.  He  moved  in  1829  to  London,  where 
during  his  long  career  until  his  death  he  produced  large  numbers  of  medals  and  tickets, 
various  currency  tokens  for  Australia  (to  which  he  then  exported  in  1852  a  complete  set  of 
equipment  for  local  production  of  tokens),  and  for  Liberia  its  (copper)  coinage  of  1847  and 
1862  and  patterns  1866.  Unfortunately  he  also,  as  from,  it  is  thought,  1862  (C.  Wilson  Peck, 
BMC,  p.  256  of  first  edition),  engaged  in  large-scale  restriking  of  obsolete  copper  coinage 
(Matthew  Boulton’s  productions,  including  patterns),  tokens,  medals,  and  Fullerton’s  pattern 
coinage,  to  the  confusion  of  collectors,  although  some  of  them  at  the  time  were  aware  and  on 
their  guard. 

His  listed  London  addresses  were: 

1831  4$  Charles  Street,  Covent  Garden; 

1832-36  5  Porter  Street,  Soho; 

(1837  13  Conduit  Street — according  to  William  Till  writing  in  that  year); 

1837-44  3  Litchfield  Street,  Soho; 

1845-67  33  Little  Queen  Street  (the  upper  end  of  Kingsway  replaced  this  street); 

1868-85  70  Red  Lion  Street. 

The  style  in  1845  only  was  Taylor  &  Smith.  After  1885  his  sons  Theophilus  and  Herbert 
continued  the  business  which  ran  under  the  style  W.  J.  Taylor  &  So?ts  until  1918;  at  the 
existing  address  until  1899  or  so,  then  at  254a  (which  was  Red  Lion  Yard)  High  Holborn  until 
1907,  at  25  Red  Lion  Street  in  1908,  45  Lamb’s  Conduit  Street  1909-13,  and  49  Queen  Victoria 
Street  1914-18.  At  this  last  address  there  seemed  to  be  some  tie-up  with  Hook  &  Willis, 
hardware  merchants,  who  then  in  1919  moved  to  3  Denman  Street,  S.E.l.  These  details,  from 
directories,  of  the  history  of  the  business  after  W.J.’s  death,  may  seem  to  conflict  with  the 
statement  in  the  BDM  that  (in  1892  Theophilus  left  the  business  and)  in  1908  the  presses, 
tools  and  machinery  were  sold  off.  But  no  medals  under  the  name  Taylor  later  than  1887 
are  listed. 

The  signatures  on  the  earlier  tickets  etc.  are  W.J.T.  on  the  truncation,  if  any,  and  Taylor 
followed  by  his  full  address.  On  tickets  from  the  1860’s  he  signed  as  W.J.  Taylor  Medallist 
London  (some  work  issued  after  his  death  may  have  borne  this  signature,  but  omitting  the 
initials)  and  as  W.  J.  Taylor  followed  by  his  full  last  address. 
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Of  the  medals  ascribed  to  him  in  BDM  VI,  four  of  dates  ranging  1839-43  are  instead 
assigned  by  Grant  to  J.  Taylor  though  with  a  note  (in  the  Index)  saying  that  Grant  found 
difficulty  in  distinguishing  between  the  work  of  these  two  “(brothers  ?)”,  and  a  fifth  (Peace  of 
Paris,  1814)  signed  W.  T.  F.  (F .=  fecit)  is  more  credibly  assigned  by  Grant  to  W(illiam) 
Tassie.  The  present  author  has  not  been  able  to  identify  the  J.  Taylor  concerned,  whom 
Grant  lists  for  medals  from  1825  to  1855;  there  was  a  John  Taylor  (engraver  and  printer)  in 
London  around  1840,  and  a  staple  business  of  Joseph  Taylor  (diesinker  etc.)  in  Birmingham  in 
the  1850’s-1880’s. 

W.  J.  Taylor  on  his  discs  was  very  good  at  portraiture  of,  at  any  rate,  Queen  Victoria.  His 
earlier  work  included  (1830’s-1840’s)  trade  tickets  of  London  coin  dealers  (Till,  Webster,  etc.) 
and  one  (1840)  of  his  own  business,  and: 

1.  White  metal  coronation  medalet,  30  mm.,  with  deep  rims. 

Obv.  “Victoria  Britanniarum  Regina”  forming  f-circle  around  high-relief  young  head  of 
Queen  Victoria  to  left,  with  a  coronet  forming  the  vertical  band  on  a  chignon; 
signed  W.J.T.  on  (curly)  truncation. 

Rev.  Rays  with  downward  spread,  “Coronation”  on  their  upper  part  and  a  crown  on 
their  lower  part;  “28  June  1838”  curved  below. 

2.  Batty  1/853.  Copper  ticket,  29  mm.,  advertising  The  Court  Gazette ,  a  London  periodical 
that  ran  from  1838  to  1846.  Listed  by  Grant  as  struck  in  1840.  Outer  circle  of  small  dots 
on  both  sides. 

Obv.  “Victoria  Dei  Gratia  Regina.”  forming  f-circle  around  head  very  similar  to  that  in 
1.  above  but  smaller.  Signature  along  lower  part  of  rim  in  very  tiny  letters:  “Taylor 
3  Litchfield  St  Soho”. 

Rev.  Across  field:  “The  /  Court  /  Gazette  /  and  /  Fashionable  /  Guide”.  Around: 
“Published  on  Saturday  Price  6<J  /  -  343  Strand  -  ”. 

3.  Batty  1/870.  Copper  ticket,  28  mm.  Despite  extensive  search,  no  solution  has  been  found 
for  the  day  of  month  (considered  with  or  without  the  year)  shown  on  the  obverse  which 
this  ticket  shares  with  no.  4  below,  whether  as  a  royal  or  other  national  event  or  even  as  an 
event  in  the  development  of  Taylor’s  own  business  at  London  or  in  his  dealings  with 
Australia.  The  State  of  Victoria  there  seems  the  most  likely  reference  intended,  but  it  had 
already  achieved  its  separate  statehood  and  other  principal  dates  in  its  history  similarly 
fail  to  fit.  The  advertisement  on  the  reverse  of  no.  3  has  definitely  a  London  address,  but 
Atkins  in  his  standard  work  on  tokens  listed  no.  4  with  a  suggestion  that  it  might  belong 
to  Australia. 

Obv.  Young  head  of  Queen  Victoria  to  left,  bearing  very  close  resemblance  to  Wyon’s 
official  portrait  on  the  coinage  (this  and  the  metal  and  diameter  would  have  caused 
the  ticket  to  be  readily  mistaken  for  a  copper  halfpenny).  W.J.T.  on  the  truncation. 
Flanking  the  head:  “Victoria  /  5th  October”  and  “1857”  below. 

Rev.  Across  field:  “The  /  celebrated  /  10s.  64.  /  Oxford  /  shoe”.  Around:  “G.  T.  Dutton  / 
71  High  Holborn  Cr  Red  Lion  St”.  (Cr  =  at  the  corner  of.) 

4.  Batty  II/4912S.  Same  obv.  as  in  no.  3;  same  metal  and  diam. 

Rev.  East  view  of  a  church  and  houses.  Ex.:  “1831”. 

At  the  1851  International  Industrial  Exhibition,  London  (the  Crystal  Palace  at  Hyde  Park) 
Taylor  exhibited  (without  gaining  an  award)  a  screw  press  (presumably  of  his  construction) 
for  striking  medals.  An  engraving  of  this  press,  with  a  brief  non-technical  description  of  its 
mode  of  operation — which  was  demonstrated  to  the  visiting  public — appeared  on  pp.  351-2 
of  The  Illustrated  Exhibitor  (instalment  dated  October  11,  1851).  On  the  top  of  the  fly-wheel 
the  engraving  showed  a  card  reading  “W.  J.  Taylor  /  Medallist  &c.  /  33  Little  Queen  St  / 
Holborn”. 

Amongst  his  collection  of  transport  tickets,  Mr.  J.  M.  Kotler,  of  Glencoe,  Illinois,  U.S.A., 
has  a  beautiful  one  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  being  the  signature  “W.  J.  Taylor — London”. 

Upon  his  move  of  address  in  1868,  his  directory  entry  showed  the  following  particulars 
after  his  name,  and  precisely  the  same  particulars  (except  for  necessary  change  from  singular 
to  plural  in  the  professional  attributes)  continued  to  appear — e.g.  in  1889 — against  the  name  of 
the  business  when  run  by  his  sons. 

“Medallist,  diesinker,  official  seal  engraver,  medals,  coins,  tradesmen’s  advertisement 
tokens,  checks  for  theatres,  market  salesmen,  publicans,  &c.  metal  labels,  presses,  punches, 
& c.  70  Red  Lion  Street,  &  Medal  press  Crystal  Palace  (33  Little  Queen  Street)”. 

The  Crystal  Palace  was  dismantled  after  the  1851  Exhibition  and  a  similar  erection  carrying 
the  same  popular  designation  was  opened  as  a  permanent  exhibition  etc.  site  in  1854  at 
Sydenham,  Southeast  London,  where  it  operated  continuously  until  burnt  down  in  1936. 
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But  the  frozen  character  of  the  above  advertisement  suggests  that  it  may  have  been  harking 
back  to  the  exhibiting  of  the  press  in  1851. 

This  advertisement  does  well  describe  the  range  of  Taylor’s  business  activities.  One  market 
tally  signed  by  him  copper,  elliptical,  of  Spitalfields  (other  details  not  recorded) — has  been 
seen  by  the  Author,  but  no  theatre  tickets.  For  publicans  Taylor  supplied,  from  the  1860’s, 
checks  struck  in  copper  (occasionally  in  brass  and  even  tin)  which,  apart  from  their  obverses, 
were  of  standard  pattern.  Their  diameter  was  uniformly  28  mm.;  on  the  reverse  the  denomina¬ 
tion  was  shown  by  very  large  figure(s)  and  in  words  (also  large)  curved  above,  and  Taylor’s 
signature  occurs  below.  Of  the  signature,  however,  there  was  more  than  one  pattern,  as  is 
illustrated  by  the  following  examples  (in  the  author’s  collection) : 

(A)  “W.  J.  Taylor  Medallist”  in  a  steep  curve,  “London”  below  it  in  a  flatter  curve  (actually 
both  curves  are  parallel  with  the  rim  but  concentric  of  different  radii). 

Occurs  of  J(ohn)  D(obson)  Allatt,  Lorrimore  Arms  (Lorrimore  Street)  Walworth 
(S.E.) — 3d.  ( Batty  II/2140A  records  a  6d  ticket  of  the  same).  He  was  there  1862-64. 

Also  occurs  of  “Smith  Street  Chelsea”  showing  a  depiction  of  a  phoenix.  This  was 
and  still  is  the  “Phoenix”  public  house.  Checks  for  3d  (sometimes  with  inverted  die  axis) 
and  lltd  but  not  showing  a  publican’s  name. 

(B)  “W.  J.  Taylor  Medallist  /  London”  in  two  straight  lines. 

This  is  the  usual  more  sophisticated  version.  It  occurs  of  O(wen)  Morey,  King’s  Head 
Tap,  Chiswell  Street  (E.C.l) — Id.  He  was  there  in  1866  only.  Also  of  J.  Empson, 
Bramlev  Arms,  Notting  Hill — Id;  present  there  1870-80/1. 

(C)  “W.  J.  Taylor”  straight,  enclosed  by  address  running  along  the  lower  half  of  the  rim: 
“70  Red  Lion  St  Holborn.  W.C .”. 

Occurs  on  a  2d  check,  no  publican’s  name,  of  the  “Horseshoe”  Tottenham  Court 
Road,  which  is  currently  a  large  flourishing  public  house. 

These  signatures  are  the  readily  legible  stamp  of  a  successful  man,  unlike  the  tiny  fount  on  the 
1840  ticket  of  the  Court  Gazette.  Checks  also  exist  of  the  plain  style  reverse  (B)  without  any 
signature,  and  it  is  not  clear  whether  they  came  from  the  Taylor  workshop  after  W.J.’s  death 
or  from  imitators.  A  very  well  made  copper  check  of  the  Taylor  size  shows  on  obv.  a  greyhound 
statant  and  details  Walter  W.  Tyler,  Upper  Grange  Road,  Old  Kent  Road,  S.E.;  he  ran  this 
public  house  the  “Greyhound”  1868-9;  the  reverse  shows  the  denomination  14d  in  plain 
figures  and  in  words,  but  instead  of  leaving  an  empty  signature  space,  the  figures  reach  lower, 
i.e.  are  even  taller  than  on  Taylor’s  checks — so  the  check,  struck  during  his  lifetime,  may  be 
the  work  of  a  highly  skilled  imitator,  or  else  one  of  his  sons. 

Reverting  to  Taylor’s  earlier  productions,  certain  examples  of  his  work  showed  close 
affinity  with  one  or  other  of  two  characteristic  styles  of  earlier  copper  issues  of  the  Soho 
Manufactory,  Handsworth,  Birmingham,  commonly  known  as  the  Soho  Mint,  which  closed 
down  in  1848.  One  was  the  broad  rim  bearing  an  incuse  legend.  This  is  excessively  familiar 
on  the  1797  twopences  and  pennies,  and  also  familiar  on  the  Isle  of  Man  1798  and  1813  pennies 
and  halfpennies  (all  of  which  have  plain  edges).  It  also  occurred,  4  mm.  wide,  on  some  35  mm. 
diam.  19th  century  penny  tokens  struck  at  the  same  mint  and  combining  the  other  characteristic 
a  roped  edge  (familiar  on  the  Irish  and  English  copper  currency  of  1805-7).  Examples  of  these 
tokens  are  Sheffield — S.  Hobson  &  Sons,  of  1812-13  ( Davis  Yorks.  137  and  138)  and  Stockton — 
Christopher  &  Jennett,  of  1813  ( Davis  Durham  6).  Of  the  same  diameter  and  thickness  and 
with  a  broad  rim  of  the  same  width  as  on  these  and  bearing  on  it  an  incuse  legend,  and  a  plain 
edge  as  on  the  1797  etc.  coins,  were  the  Liberia  2-cent  pieces  dated  1847  and  1862  supplied, 
with  similar  1-cent  pieces  29  mm.  diam.:  by  Taylor.  His  initials  W.J.T.  appear  on  the  truncation 
of  the  head  of  Liberty.  The  Stockton  piece  was  engraved  by  Peter  Wyon  working  at  the  Soho 
Mint,  but  the  Sheffield  piece  was  engraved  by  Thos.  Halliday.  Halliday  had  left  the  service  of 
the  Soho  Mint  c.  1810  (after  Matthew  Boulton’s  death  in  1809)  and  set  up  his  own  works  in 
Birmingham,  which  he  ran  until  his  death  in  1844.  Taylor  was  there  apprenticed  to  him  (from 
1818  as  already  stated,  for  a  few  years).  The  foregoing  data  cannot  be  said  to  imply  that  the 
1847  issue  for  Liberia  was  struck  elsewhere  than  at  Taylor’s  own  establishment,  and  neither 
of  the  two  Birmingham  mints  mentioned  was  open  when  the  1862  issue  was  struck.  A  roped 
edge  occurred  curiously  on  some  of  Taylor’s  strikings  of  Wm.  Till’s  trade  or  private  tokens 
dated  1834  and  1839. 

THORNTON,  Isaac  Grant — ;  BDM  VIII/367 

Isaac  Thornton  traded  as  a  retail  ironmonger  from  (1870-)1873  to  1909(-10)  at  (un¬ 
numbered  until  c.  1890)  386  High  Road,  Turnham  Green,  Middlesex.  He  also  had  branches 
in  the  late  1870’s  at  Gunnersbury  Station  (about  £  mile  west  of  the  above  main  address)  and 
The  Green,  Brentford  Road,  and  in  the  1880’s-1890’s  at  High  Road,  Gunnersbury. 

All  these  addresses  lay  within  what  was  until  recently  the  Borough  of  Brentford  &  Chiswick, 
Middlesex,  and  is  now  the  London  Borough  of  Hounslow;  the  first  two  also  continue  to  lie  in 
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London  postal  district  W.4.  The  first  road  is  now  known  as  Chiswick  High  Road;  the  station 
name  is  unchanged;  the  revised  names  of  the  other  two  roads  have  not  been  ascertained. 

Despite  Thornton’s  line  of  business,  his  signature  as  presumably  maker  appears  on  market 
tallies,  of  which  a  list  of  those  noted  is  appended.  Nos.  1-4  are  in  the  author’s  collection, 
no.  5  is  in  that  of  Mr.  D.  L.  F.  Sealy,  and  no.  6  is  the  one  reported  in  the  BDAi. 

1.  I  Thornton  /  Turnham  Green  on  a  Is  brass  tally  of  J.  Wicks,  Colnbrook  (Bucks.). 

2.  Thornton  j  Turnham  /  Green  .  IT  on  a  Is  iron  tally  of  G.  Russell,  Covent  Garden. 

3.  J.  Thornton  /  Turnham  Green  .  IT  on  a  6(d)  copper  tally  of  Albert  Parrish,  Barking  & 
Covent  Garden. 

4.  J.  Thornton  .  Turnham  Green  .  IT  on  a  2s  6d  copper  tally  of  Chas.  Borrett,  Spitalfields. 

5.  6d  brass  tally  of  same  salesman  as  in  no.  4;  with  the  same  signature  on  the  obv.  but  signed 
Neal  Percival  St.  on  the  rev.(\)  (which  would  normally  have  remained  unsigned). 

6.  Is  tally  of  S.  Moles,  Wisbech  (Cambs.)  signed  apparently  as  in  no.  2  (or  lacking  “W.”). 
Although  it  was  commonplace  past  practice  for  persons  having  forenames  beginning  J  (e.g. 
John)  to  abbreviate  this  to  /.,  the  reverse  practice  visible  in  nos.  3-5  above  seems  a  personal 
foible  of  Thornton’s. 


WARRINGTON  Grant;  BDAi  VI/377 

This  entry  is  prompted  by  one  familiar  brass  medalet,  23  mm.,  recorded  as  Batty  11/568 
and  by  Grant ;  description: 

Obv.  Interior  view  of  the  twin  passages  of  the  tunnel,  with  a  paddle  steamer  and  two 
other  vessels  plying  on  the  river  above  it.  Ex.:  “Thames  Tunnel  /  opend  to  the 
public  /  March  25  .  1843”  (the  last  line  curved). 

Rev.  Around:  “W.  Warrington,  Medallist”.  Across  the  field  in  script  with  many  flourishes : 
“Engraver  /  To  Her  /  Majesty  /  27  /  Strand”  (the  word  “Majesty”  is  in  black  letter). 
The  BDAi  entry  reads:  “WARRINGTON  (Brit.).  Designer  of  a  medal  on  the  Completion 
of  the  Thames  Tunnel,  1842;  engraved  by  W.  J.  Taylor  (2  var.).  Cf.  Num.  Chron .,  1888, 
p.  253,  and  Moyaux,  nos  94-5”.  [The  latter  work  is  by  A.  Moyaux,  publ.  Brussels  1905  with 
supplt.  1925,  entitled  Les  Chemins  de  Fer,  autrefois  et  aujourd’  hui,  et  leurs  Medailles 
Commemoratives].  Mention  has  already  been  made  herein  of  William  Griffin’s  apparent  error 
in  putting  Opened  1842  on  a  medalet  of  the  Thames  Tunnel,  as  compared  with  completed  1842 
in  the  above  note. 


No.  27  Strand  occupied  a  position  midway  along  what  became  the  frontage  of  the  forecourt, 
of  Charing  Cross  main  railway  station,  but  was  then  a  corner  of  Charles  Court  (similarly 
blotted  out).  The  successive  styles  under  which  the  business  at  27  Strand  was  run  were- 

1801-30  Richard  SILVESTER  seal  and  copperplate  engraver; 

1829-41  Richard  William  SILVESTER  &  Co.,  seal  engravers; 

1842-46  William  WARRINGTON,  seal  and  copperplate  engraver; 

1847-51  William  WARRINGTON  &  Son,  engravers  in  general,  letterpress  and 

lithographic  and  copperplate  printers; 

1852-62-  Richard  Silvester  WARRINGTON  &  Co.  (same  business  lines  as  preceding 
style). 

As  will  be  seen,  the  first  surname  had  by  then  become  a  forename  to  the  second  surname, 
presumably  by  intermarriage  or  for  inheritance  purposes.  The  business  continued  under  the 
last-named  style  and  was  in  Garrick  Street  in  the  1870’s  (and  a  subsidiary  address  in  St. 
Martin’s  Lane  replacing  one  opened  1862  at  King  Street  nearby),  as  printers  (in  the  above 
forms)  to  Her  Aiajesty  and  H.R.H.  the  Prince  of  Wales.  The  subsequent  history  of  the  business 
has  not  been  traced  in  detail,  but  under  date  1900  Grant  listed  against  Warrington  &  Co.  a 
medal  of  the  Princess  of  Wales  (visiting)  Surbiton  Military  Hospital. 

The  signature  of  Warrington’s  predecessor  is  recorded  in  M-G  (nos.  1407-8)  as  appearing 
on  two  tickets  of  the  London  &  Westminster  Steam  Boat  Company,  in  the  corrupt  form 
“Silvest[e]r  &  C.  7  Strand”. 


WINDSOR  Grant—;  BDAi— 

The  following  advertisement  appeared  in  the  Daily  Telegraph  on  2nd  January  1862  (and 
was  quoted,  as  a  flashback,  in  the  same  newspaper’s  issue  of  exactly  100  years  later): 

“WINDSOR’S  ADVERTISING  MEDALLIONS. — These  Medallions  so  nearly 
resemble  the  new  penny,  that  the  difference  is  only  to  be  observed  by  close  inspection, 
when  the  advertisement  is  at  once  seen. — 

Specimens  and  terms  upon  application  to  the  Manufacturer  J.  Windsor,  23  Coppice 
Row  E.C.”. 
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This  ol  course  was  not  a  loolhardy  near-forger  (such  as  W\  J.  Taylor  vvTas  with  his  ^evasions” 
of  an  1857  halfpenny — though  not  to  the  extent  of  advertising  them  in  the  Press).  The 
_  medallions  were  evidently  made  of  cardboard,  as  the  Windsor  business  history  below  shows. 

1  he  author  s  maternal  grandlather  used  as  one  form  of  advertisement  of  his  grocery  business 
in  the  1920  s  a  similar  idea  comprising  cardboard  discs  the  diam.  of  a  penny  and  having  on  one 
lace  a  (photographic)  simulation  of  a  worn  bun  penny  and  on  the  other  face  his  advertisement 
prefaced  This  penny  has  deceived  you  but  .  .  , 

John  Windsor  started  business  in  1842  as  a  maker  of  enamelled  cards  at  2  Meredith  Street, 
Clerkenwell,  whence  he  moved  by  1849  to  23  Coppice  Row,  Clerkenwell,  E.C.  as  additionally 
a  maker  of  fancy  boxes,  embossed  and  perforated  cards,  lace  papers,  etc.  The  business  ended 
there  under  the  style  in  1862-3  J.  Windsor  &  Sons. 

It  was  briefly  succeeded  at  18  Farringdon  Road,  E.C.,  from  1865  by  William  Windsor, 
enamel  board  paper  colorer;  replaced  there,  by  1869,  by  George  Frederick  Savage  who  was 
a  diesinker. 

WRIGHT  Grant— ;  RDM  VIII/290-1 

A  firm  originally  diesinkers,  seal  engravers  and  general  engravers,  metal  stampers,  press 
and  press  tool  makers,  and  general  engineers,  had  the  following  history: 

1864-71  23  Rahere  Street,  Goswell  Road,  E.C.  Wright  &  Riehl; 

1872-97  Same  address  \  Charles  Wright; 

1898-1910  Same  address  f  Wright  &  Son. 

1902-20  At  Edgware,  Middlesex  (h.q.  address). 

It  has  struck  aluminium  advertisement  discs  of  early  20th  century,  but  none  belonging  to  the 
19th  century  has  yet  been  encountered. 

Since  1921  the  company  has  continued  at  Edgware  (currently  at  Church  Path  there)  as 
Charles  Wright  Lid.,  manufacturers  of  automatic  machines,  number  plates,  and  signs,  and  as 
engineers  and  diesinkers.

THE  CLASPS  “ANTARCTIC  1912-1914” 

AND  “ANTARCTIC  1917”  TO  THE  POLAR  MEDAL  1904. 

By  Major  N.  W.  Poulsom,  R.M.P. 

During  recent  research  on  the  award  of  the  Polar  Medal  1904  I  could  find  no 
trace  amongst  official  records  naming  the  recipients  of  the  clasps  “antarctic  1912-14” 
and  “antarctic  1917”.  The  first  of  these  clasps  was  awarded  for  Sir  Douglas 
Mawsons  (Australian)  Expedition  and  the  other  was  awarded  to  those  concerned  in 
the  relief  of  those  left  at  Cape  Evans,  McMurdo  Sound  in  the  Ross  Sea  during  the 
ill-fated  expedition  of  Sir  Ernest  Shackleton  to  cross  the  Antarctic  Continent  in 
1914-16. 

Clasp  “antarctic  1912-14” 

According  to  the  Royal  Mint  the  clasp  “antarctic  1912-14”  was  issued  with  the 
medal  bearing  the  effigy  of  George  V  in  admiral’s  uniform.  The  Times ,  February  10, 
1915,  also  confirms  the  award  of  the  medal  but  gives  no  other  details.  The  Royal  Mint 
in  correspondence  state  that  they  have  no  detailed  records  of  the  award  of  the  Polar 
Medal  prior  to  1918  nor  were  the  Admiralty  able  to  provide  any  details  about  who 
received  this  clasp.  Two  shore  parties  were  established  by  Mawson  on  this  expedition 
and  in  his  book,  The  Home  of  the  Blizzard ,  he  names  them  as  follows :

The  Polar  Medal  during  this  period  was  issued  in  silver  and  bronze  and  when 
first  instituted  to  reward  those  who  participated  in  Scott’s  First  Expedition  of  1902-04 
the  general  rule  was  that  the  silver  medal  was  awarded  to  those  who  stayed  throughout 
the  expedition  in  the  Antarctic  and  the  bronze  medal  was  awarded  to  those  who  did 
not  stay  for  the  full  period  the  expedition  spent  in  the  Antarctic,  and  to  the  crews  of 
the  relief  ships. 

It  would  therefore  be  reasonable  to  assume  following  the  precedent  already  set 
that  the  silver  medal  with  clasp  “antarctic  1912-14”  would  be  awarded  to  both  these 
land  base  parties,  and  that  the  bronze  medal  with  clasp  would  be  awarded  to  the 
crew  of  the  expedition  ship  the  Aurora  who  did  not  stay  in  the  Antarctic  the  full 
period. 

I  believe  18  silver  and  8  bronze  awards  were  made  and  it  therefore  seems  logical 
to  assume  that  the  18  members  of  the  Adelie  Base  received  the  18  silver  awards  and 
the  8  members  of  the  Queen  Mary  Land  Base  received  the  8  bronze  awards,  and  that 
the  Aurora  crew  received  nothing.  The  only  fault  to  this  solution  that  I  can  find  is 
that  in  the  Scott  Polar  Research  Institute  publication,  The  Polar  Record ,  issue  No.  5 
of  January  1933,  it  quotes  F.  Wild  as  having  the  silver  medal  with  four  clasps.  Wild 
certainly  received  the  silver  clasps  “antarctic  1902-04”,  “antarctic  1807-09”  and 
“antarctic  1914-16”,  these  are  all  confirmed  in  records  of  The  London  Gazette  and 
The  Times.  As  this  expedition  of  Mawson’s  was  the  only  other  expedition  Wild 
participated  in  that  received  an  award  of  the  Polar  Medal,  he  must  have  received  the 
clasp  “antarctic  1912-14”  in  silver  if  The  Polar  Record  is  correct,  and  this  explodes 
the  theory  that  the  8  members  at  the  Queen  Mary  Land  Base  received  the  8  bronze 
awards. 

Has  any  collector  got  a  Polar  Medal  with  the  clasp  “antarctic  1912-14”  ?  If  so 
perhaps  they  could  let  me  know  the  name  of  the  recipient  and  if  the  award  was  in 
silver  or  bronze. 

Clasp  “antarctic  1917” 

The  Royal  Mint  confirms  that  this  clasp  was  awarded  with  the  medal  bearing  the 
effigy  of  George  V  in  admiral’s  uniform  but  hold  no  records  to  show  who  received  it, 
nor  have  the  Admiralty  any  record.  The  Polar  Record  No.  6  of  July  1933  which  quotes 
a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty,  states  that  the  award  was  authorised  in 
1920,  in  bronze  without  clasp  to  those  who  had  not  already  received  the  medal,  and 
clasps  to  those  who  had  received  the  medal  (presumably  in  silver  or  bronze  depending 
which  medal  was  already  held). 

Gordon  in  British  Battles  and  Medals  quotes  10  silver  clasps,  3  bronze  clasps  and 
21  bronze  medals  without  clasps  being  awarded. 

The  book  High  Latitude  by  J.  K.  Davis  who  was  Captain  of  the  Aurora  Relief 
expedition  gives  the  names  of  the  crew  of  the  Aurora  which  totalled  25,  this  included 
himself  and  Shackleton.  Of  these:
